DRAKE’S HORSES AT WORK. 



Nashville, Tenn., Feb. 20.— Working horses 
over the snow was the sight seen at Cumber- 
land Park this morning. Wishard took all 
the Drake horses into the inner field and 
worked them over the snow on the turf. 
Tommy Meade had the leg over Wyeth, C. 
Golden was up on Savable, jockey Sharkey 
had the mount on Orly, the American Derby 
candidate. Wake was on Von Rouse, Meney 
was astride High Chancellor, Morgan had the 
mount on South Trimble; Houbre, the high- 
priced jockey, was on Alabarch and H. Wil- 
son had the leg up on Runnels. The horses 
seemed to like the going, and they were play- 
ing the entire time out. 

Wishard had out every one of his horses 
over the snow-covered course. T. P. Hayes, 
William McDaniels, J. M. Johnson, H. I. Mar- 
shall, Albert Franklin, John Walters, Clay 
Bros., Turney Bros., Sam Parmer and others, 
abandoned the covered track and took their 
horses in the infield and gave them their 
work over the snow. 

H. I. Marshall and J. M. Johnson both 
worked their timber toppers over the jumps 
which were covered with snow. 

A big delegation of Milwaukee business 
men was entertained at Cumberland Park 
Club house by the retail merchants of Nash 
vllle and the Milwaukee delegation was de- 
lighted with the work of the horses. They 
watched the performances of the horses from 
the club house. They were especially im- 
pressed with the great string of John A. 
Drake, and with the performances of the 
jumpers. 

Advices from the breeding farm of W. W, 
Darden is to the effect that Addie C. II., dam 
of the American Derby winner Sidney Lucas, 
is safe in foal to Algol, son of Top Gkellant. 

Declarations will be due in the Montgom- 
ery Handicap tomorrow. Olefiant, Postmas 
ter Wright and Glen Water, the three candi 
dates at Nashville eligible for the Montgom- 
ery Handicap, will remain in . No declara- 
tion will come from this city, and Nashville 
can be counted on for three starters, and 
good ones, too. 

Trainer Enoch Wishard and jockey Charley 
Houbre enjoy themselves when not at work 
hunting jack snipe in the infield at Cumber- 
land Park. They have been quite success- 
ful lately. 

William Jackson will breeed about fifty 
mares to The Commoner this season. About 
forty of the number are the Belle Mea^ mat- 
rons.

Also a complete record of performances 
at all styles of billiards. 



GOSSIP or THE TURF. 

The reports from “down the line” are that 
Luclen Appleby has entered his four-year- 
old form in the very finest shape, and that 
if no mishap befalls him will prove a form- 
idable factor in all the events in which he is 
entered. The same is said of Jiminez and 
Rose Tree. Jiminez does not fancy heavy go- 
ing, but he is a race horse of speed and qual- 
ity. He was not raced much last season be- 
cause of the condition of the tracks during 
the grreater part of the time. The son of 
The Commoner w'on three races, and his run- 
ning qualities were sold toward the end of 
the season by F. J. Kelley to P. Dunne. He 
was beaten by the fast mare Rose Tree in 
a match race at Harlem, a race that gave 
dissatisfaction to his admirers— as is usual 
in match races. The mare is very fast, and 
it is expected from the way she has wintered 
that she will be as good as she ever has been 
when she is called upon this season, and she 
Is well engaged, as is the policy of Mr. Cor- 
rigan. The same owner has another of the 
handicap brigade that is a race horse of the 
highest class, the English thoroughbred Scin- 
tillant II. He won the Twentieth Century 
Handicap at Harlem Park, making a new 
world’s record for the distance. He is a race 
horse of rare speed, endurance and gameness. 
But he has one bad failing — ^he is a vicious 
and sulking brute. Scintillant II. is to be 
bred for a time, and is then to be taken up 
for the season’s campaign. He may be de- 
pended upon to cut a figure in every race— 
unless he sulks. 

Sydney Paget has declared -Waterboy. the 
Watercress colt Handicapper Vosburgh rates 
within a few pounds of L. V. Bell’s France- 
sco, out of the Brooklyn Handicap. The de- 
claration is made because Jack Joyner does 
not believe that it would be good policy to 
attempt to get Waterboy ready too early. 
Nothing ails the colt. He Is doing well at 
Sheepshead Bay and all the trainers look 
upon him as one of the most promising 
horses In Joyner’s string. Waterboy is the 
horse that ran into the fence on the Withers 
turn at Morris Park last spring, while under- 
going his Belmont Stakes trial, and splintered 
one of the bones in his legs.

WILL ENFOKCE RULES, 



The stewards of The Jockey Club intend to 
enforce the rules governing racing this year 
as never before. Owners, trainers, jockeys 
and every one connected with the sport will 
be compelled to conform strictly to the lettfer 
of the law. Nothing in the way of evasion 
will be tolerated. 

This will apply particularly to the grant- 
ing of licenses to jockeys and trainers, the 
registration of partnerships, the registration 
of colors, and other regulations provided for 
in the Rules of Racing. 

For some years past it has been the cus- 
tom for the representative of The Jockey 
Club to grant /temporary permission to 
jockeys, trainers, owners and others, pending 
official action of the Board of Stewards on 
the formal application of the persons to 
whom such permission was granted. This 
year all this will be changed. No jockey will 
be permitted to ride a horse and no trainer 
will be permitted to handle a horse until his 
application has been officially passed upon 
by the Board of Stewards in the regular 
way. 

An official notice to this effect will be pro- 
mulgated by the Board of Stewards in about 
two weeks. The decision was reached at a 
recent meeting, and it was proposed to make 
the order public in time to give the persons 
concerned a chance to comply with the rules 
before the opening of the meeting of the 
Washington Jockey Club at Bennings on 
March 23. 

Heretofore it has been the custom of horse- 
men, trainers and jockeys to wait until they 
reached Benrtings before attending to such 
little formalities as the application for 
licenses.

Notwithstanding the snow and ice, trainers 
were busy at Bennings last week, and most 
of the horses were worked on the track, 
which is, of course, frozen hard, but perfectly 
safe. 

Charles Ray has arrived from Toronto 
with Auto, Hackensack, and Miss Lobster. 
Auto is John E. Madden’s steeplechase can- 
didate. He is one of the most impressive 
horses one ever saw. He is a chestnut, six- 
teen hands one inch high, the best of legs 
and feet, plenty of bone and substance, and 
yet full of quality. He has a strong way of 
going, a good, clean head, long, rangy neck, 
and looks a perfect type of the highest 
class steeplechaser. Ray gave his trio long, 
useful work on the road, and they seemed to 
enjoy the bitter weather. Allie Gates, also 
from Canada, ha^ got in with the horses of 
G. W. Cook. This string includes Orontas, 
Merriment, Benckart, Jerry Mda and Mango. 
They are all a trifle on the big side, but look 
hard and hearty. Merriment has improved 
wonderfully, as she has filled out and furn- 
ished down, and Mr. Gates seems to think 
she will return to her two-year-old form this 
year. She was never herself last season. 

Mr. Durnell, the gentleman rider, has ar- 
rived from Virginia with the jumpers of J. 
D. Hall. Ivan, Charles O’Malley, Duke of 
Grassland and Corkscrew are his lot, and Mr. 
Hall should play a prominent part in the 
hunters’ steeplechases. Ivan, Charles O’Mal- 
ley and Duke of Grassland all showed promi- 
nently at the autumn meetings at Bennings 
and at Baltimore last year, and they now 
appear as though a few pipe openers would 
make them fit. 

Mara, the steeplechase rider of the J. W. 
Colt string, has reported to trainer Gwynne 
Tompkins, and he expresses himself as much 
pleased with the looks and condition of the 
horses.
